7 burglaries in 12 months alleged but probation not revoked

responded to a burglary alarm 
ata church and said they found 
a Kirkpatrick Homes man, then 
25 years old, hiding in a closet. 
Charged with burglary, he was 
released the same day on his 
own recognizance without 
having to post a bond. 

APRIL 1, 1975 — The Richard 
Womack apartment in the 2200 
block of State Street was 


burglarized. 

APRIL 11, 1975 — The Kirk- 
patrick man was bound over to 
a Madison County grand jury on 
the church case. 

MID-APRIL, 1975 — He was 
indicted for the church burglary 
by a grand jury. » 

MAY 5, 1975 — He pleaded 
guilty to a reduced charge of 
criminal damage to property in 
the March 25 occurrence, He 
was sentenced to serve one year 
of conditional discharge, a type 
of probation in which the in- 
dividual does not report to a 
probation officer. 

OCTOBER 12, 1975 — Despite 


terms of the court discharge — 
which included a. stipulation 
that he not violate any laws 
during the one-year span — the 
Bonnie Johnson home in the 
2200 block of Grand Avenue was 
burglarized. 

OCTOBER 14, 1975 — A 
burglary took place at the 
Loretta Landford home in the 
2000, block of Bryan Avenue. 

DECEMBER 4, 1975 
Granite City police arrested the 
Kirkpatrick man on evidence 
they said was related to the 
April 2, Oct. 12 and Oct. 14 
burglaries. 


DECEMBER 5, 1975 
Associate Judge Edward 
Fe on released him on his 

ecognizance, with no bond 
necessary. 

DECEMBER 19, 1975 — At 
the suggestion of police and the 
Madison County state’s at- 
torney’s office, the charges 
were dismissed with leave to 

tate them at a future date 
later seemed advisable. No 
attempt was made to revoke his 
probation. He moved to St 
Louis County but returned to 
Kirkpatrick Homes early this 


ear. 
JANUARY 18, 1976 — The 


same man was arrested by 
Edwardsville police, who 
charged him with committing a 
burglary there. 

MARCH 10, 1976 — Granite 
City police arrested him at 
Kirkpatrick and served 
warrants from St. Louis County 
— two counts of burglary and 
two counts of theft. 

MARCH 18, 1976 The 
Edwardsville case was 
dismissed for lack of evidence. 

MARCH 25, 1976 — He has 
remained in the St. Louis 
County Jail, since March 10, 
awaiting the posting of bond. 


What went wrong? Why are 
innocent families victimized by 
apparent “repeaters” despite 
active law enforcement efforts? 

As noted, no attempt was 
made to revoke the man’s 
probation Dec. 19 despite the 
existence of allegations about 
four different incidents. 

A spokesman for the state's

Had he been assigned a 
probation officer last May, 
court officials would have been 
made aware of that fact; but 


since there was no probation 
Officer, there was no review of 
the records, the spokesman 
said.

Police do not have to prove a 
crime was committed in order 
for a probation to be revoked or 
a conditional] discharge to be 
terminated.

By GARY SCHNEIDER 
Press-Record Staff Writer 
Tammy Sue Milam, 13, of 2805 
Oregon St., has been diagnosed 
as the third child in the Quad- 
Cities to have contracted one of 
several diseases caused by 
spores in the droppings from 
birds. ; 
Tammy — suffers from 
histoplasmosis, which is caused 
by fungus entering the body 
through breathing or through 
any body opening. It causes 
tiredness, a fow-grade fever, 
chest pains and other com- 
plications. 
In addition “to the usual 
symptoms, Tammy suffered 


inner ear problems which led 
her parents to take her to the 
family doctor. 

Attempts to clear the ear 
problems were unsuccessful at 
first and the problem spread to 
her throat, affecting her vocal 
chords. 

“Her voice would just fade in 
and out,” her mother, Mrs. 
Charles Milam, explaizied. 

Her family "doctor recom- 
mended she be taken to an ear 
and throat specialist. The 
specialist successfully treated 
the inner ear problem but was 
unable to keep her voice from 
fading

State Park lighting district 
seeks Nameoki financial aid 


A request for aid to save the 
State Park Street Lighting 
District from bankruptey was 
issued to the Nameoki Town 
Board of Auditors during the 
board’s regular meeting 
Monday night. 

An Official of the street 
lighting district showed the 
board several final notices from 
the power company as proof the 
district is unable to pay its bills 
and the lights may be turned 
off, if some financial assistance 
is not found. 

Nameoki Township already 
has assisted the State Park 
Police Department with a $9,500 
grant and turned down an aid 
request from the State Park 
Volunteer Fire Department 
only after a legal opinion that 
Nameoki Township's revenue 
sharing funds could not be given 
to a department which also 
operates in Canteen Township, 
unless Canteen Township would 
offer matching funds 

The finance committee 
presently is preparing the 
township's budgets, including 
the revenue sharing budget, and 
that committee is expected to 
decide whether the grant will be 
included in the budget 

‘The board refered the request 
to its attorney, H. Carl Runge 
Jr., for a legal opinion whether 


the aid can legally be offered. 

‘The board also requested an 
opinion within the next week 
from Runge whether the 
township can set aside $3,000 in 
Community Development grant 
funds to aid the Pontoon Beach 
branch of Coordinated Youth 
Services, should that branch 
run out of money before the 
fiseal year ends. 

The branch _ presently 
operates on a combination of 
funds from the state and federal 
governments, the schools and a 
$1,500 per year grant from 
Pontoon Beach. 

Don Patrick, director of the 
Pontoon Beach Coordinated 
Youth Branch, explained he 
requested the | Nameoki 
Township funds be reserved 
only in case they are needed. He 
said it is not known how long 
Pontoon Beach will continue to 
offer its share of the funding, 
and the extra $3,000 could serve 
as a cushion to keep the branch 
operating.

The city has agreed to allow a 
sewer line from Eagle Park 
Acres and the Cloverleaf 
Addition near Madison to empty 
into existing city sewers near

2nd coal 
conversion 
state plant 


‘The first phase of a new $105 
million coal conversion facility 
has been awarded to Illinois by 
the federal Energy Research 
and Development 
Administration, Gov, Dan 
Walker said this week. 

The first phase grant will 
total $11 million to pay for pre- 
onstruction costs of the 

‘oject, to be built at Com- 

onwealth Edison’s Powerton 
generating station near Pekin. 
<The Powerton project is the 
$econd major coal conversion 
facility to be awarded to this 
state. Illinois was awarded the 
$237 million Coalcon project at 
New Athens by ERDA in 
November, 

As it did in the New Athens 
project, the state will par- 
ticipate in the funding through 
its coal development bonds 

Construction of the Powerton 
demonstration plant —_ is 
scheduled to begin in November 
1977, The plant is to begin 
‘operation in 1978 

Costs will be shared by 
Edison and other private in- 
dustry sources, plus the state 
and federal government. 

Gov. Walker and Thomas G. 
Ayers, chairman of the board of 
Commonwealth Edison, an- 
nounced the application for 
federal funding in November. 

The state Division of Energy 
will recommend approximately 
$7 million of state funding for 
the project. The state Energy 
Resources Commission must 
act on any state commitment 
for the project 

“Development of — an 
economical process to convert 
Ilinois high-sulfur coal into a 
pollution-free fuel is a step 
toward meeting the nation's 
energy and environmental 
needs and helps stimulate the 
economy of Illinois,’’ Gov 
Walker commented 

“The award of federal funds 
for construction of a new coal 
conversion test facility near 
Pekin shows again that Illinois 
is a leader in the field of energy 
development. 

“The facility will use Tlinois 
coal to produce enough elec- 
tricity to serve 25,000 homes 
This coal conversion plant is 
another milestone in the state's 
program to develop our 
abundant coal resources, 

“The stale Division of 
Energy, along with Rep. Melvin 
Price, (D-Hlinois) and Rep. Bob 
Michel, (R-Ilinois) and other 
members of the _ Illinois 
Congressional delegation have 
worked hard with Com- 
monwealth Edison in obtaining 
this new federal award.”

the Eighteenth Amendment), 
Capone proudly established 
himself as public enemy 
number one. 

In late 1919 or early 1920, 
Capone moved to Chicago from 
Brooklyn, N.Y., to join Johnny 
Torrio, a former street 
acquaintance, as a low-level 
functionary in the crime syn- 
dicate, 

He was 20 years old, 
possessed a knife wound that 
earned him the nickname of 
“Scarface,” and boasted an 
“impressive” police record. 

Organized crime in Chicago 
was under the control of ‘Big 
Jim” Colosimo, who in May 1920 
was mysteriously assassinated, 
leaving Torrio in charge. 

Demonstrating a ruthless 
effectiveness, Capone became 
manager of the Four Deuces at 
2222 S. Wabash Avenue — a 
saloon, brothel, gambling 
house, and headquarters for the 
Torrio business. 

In 1924, the syndicate gave 
Capone the task of extending his 
influence into suburban Cicero. 

With the polls under control of 
his gunmen on election day, 
Capone's candidatés won, and a 
headquarters was established 
at the Hawthorne Inn to coor- 
dinate bootlegging and gam- 
bling. 

The profits of crime triggered 
bloody gangland rivalries 
throughout the city of Chicago, 
and in one exchange Torrio was 
seriously wounded 

After his recovery, he ac- 
complished the impossible by 
retiring and leaving the country 
for Italy. 

‘This left Capone at the age of 
26 in charge of an unparalleled 
coalition of vicious en- 
trepreneurs operating a major 
bootlegging, vice and en- 
tertainment syndicate in 
Chicago. 

His senior partners included 
his brother, Ralph, Frank Nitti, 
and Jack Guzik. 

Headquartered at the 
Metropole Hotel in 1925, and the 
Lexington Hotel after 1928, the 
organization virtually seized 
the city of Chicago and held it in 
thrall. 

Through it all, Capone 
maintained that he was a 
businessman supplying a con- 
sumer want for which he was 
not responsible.

11 students escape 


Eleven Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville 
students escaped injury early 
Tuesday when fire swept 
through their apartments in 
Building 526 of Tower Lake II, 
the newer housing complex on 
the university campus. 
Thirty-two students are 
assigned to the eight apart- 


ments in the building, which 
was demolished by the fire, but 
most of the occupants had 
returned to their hometowns for 
the break between winter and 
spring quarters. 

The fire was reported to the 
Edwardsville fire department 
at 12:38 a.m. Tuesday. Firemen 
had it under control by 2 a.m., 


but it was 3:30 a.m. before they: 
were able to extinguish all the 
flames. 

Firemen were able to restrict 
the fire to the building, and they 
said there was no danger to 
other structures in the 32- 
building complex. 

The fire apparently had been 
burning for several minutes in 
the two-story structure before it 
was discovered. Bill Hall, 
director of University Housing, 
said the cause or the exact 
starting point of the fire was not 
immediately determined. 
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Arrangements have been 
completed to accommodate the 
diaplaced students in other 
university housing temporarily, 
but SIUE officials are issuing a 
call for food and clothing for 
victims of the fire.

1975 crime up 9 per cent 


Reported serious crime in the 
United States in 1975 was nine 
per cent higher than in 1974, 
Attorney General Edward H. 
Levi announced today. This 
compares with a nationa) in- 
crease of 18 per cent in 1974 over 
1973, Levi said. 

The latest figures, covering 
calendar 1975, were contained 
in the FBI's Uniform Crime 
Reports, released today by FBI 
Director Clarence M. Kelley 

“While the increase in 
reported serious crime in the 
nation was only half as great as 
it was in 1974, the levels of 
crime remain much too high,” 
Levi said. ‘‘All segments of the 
criminal justice system must

Director Kelley said the 
crime figures were based on the 
Crime Index, which is com- 
posed of the offenses of murder, 
forcible rape, robbery, 
aggravated assault, burglary, 
larceny-theft, and motor 
vehicle theft. The information 
was furnished by city, county, 
and state law enforcement 
agencies. 

Kelley said the violent crimes 
of murder, forcible rape, 
robbery, and aggravated 
assault increased five per cent 
as a group.

Millikin room, 
board, tuition 
to be $4,125 


Tuition at Millikin University 
in Decatur will be increased by 
$250 for the 1976-77 academic 
year. With the increase, annual 
tuition starting in September 
1976 will be $2,950. 

At the same time, university 
officials announced there would 
be a 17 per cent increase in 
financial aid to assist students 
who are currently enrolled and 
need financial aid to continue 
their enrollment at Millikin. 
Millikin currently ranks near 
the middle, comparing private 
college tuitions. 

The annual rate for living in 
university housing will be in- 
creased $60, to a new annual 
figure of $635. Millikin has hall 
the same room rate for nearly 
eight years but now requires an 
increase to keep pace with 
escalating costs of operation, 
particularly utility charges. 
This fee is kept at a break-even 
rate, university officials said. 

Higher food prices and 
greater labor costs have 
necessitated an increase in the 
board charge by $25 a year. This 
increase brings the annual 
board to $630. 

Combined room and board 
charges in 1976-77 will be $1,269. 
These are lower than listed this 
year for such public institutions 
as the Universily of Illinois 
($1,430) and Illinois State 
University ($1,350). 

With the increases, Millikin’s 
tuition, room and board charges 
will total $4,125 for the year.”

Criticize delay in 
Ricco's Il hearing 


A petition asking that Granite 
City officials take action to 
permanently close Ricco’s II, 
3675 Nameoki Road, prompted a 
suggestion by City Council 
members Monday night that 
new legislation be sought to give 
municipalities more local 
control over operation of 
taverns, 

The petition, bearing 240 
signatures, was presented to the 
aldermen during the regular 
council session by Richard 
Skirball, representing members 
of the First United Presbyterian 
Church, 22nd Street and Delmar 
Avenue, who circulated the 
document. 

It asked that ‘“‘an establish- 


ment known as Ricco’s II at 3675 
Nameoki Road be permanently 
closed and its license revoked 
for the reasons expressed to the 
Granite City liquor commis- 
sioner.” 

George Filcoff, city attorney, 
noted that Ricco’s II liquor 
license already has been 
revoked by Mayor Paul Schuler 
as the city’s liquor control 
comissioner, but that the order 
has been appealed to the Illinois 
State Liquor Control Commis- 
sion which thus far has not 
scheduled a hearing date. 

“We ask them every week for 
a hearing, but all they will tell 
us is that we will be notified 
when a hearing is set,” Filcoff 


said. 

Mayor Schuler explained that 
a hearing originally was 
scheduled in mid-February by 
the state commission, but it was 
postponed for 30 days when 
Anthony Augustine, — the 
licensee, reported he was ill and 
unable to attend that hearing. 

“If the 30-day postponement 
had held,” the mayor said, ‘‘the 
hearing. would be nefa 
tomorrow (Tuesday, March 23) 
but it turned out to be an ‘open 
end’ continuance and we have 
heard nothing further.”” 

Under state law, Ricco's II 
continues to operate pending 
outcome of the revocation 


appeal. 


Seventh Ward~ Alderman 
Emerald Dawes described the 
delay in the revocation as 
“downright outrageous” and 
told the council he feels “‘it is 
time for the mayor's council 
(The Southwestern Illinois 
Conference of Mayors) to put 
the pressure on and get the laws 
changed if necessary. We're not 
the only ones having trouble 
with the liquor commission. 

“Mike Sasyk (mayor of 
Madison), and Collinsville 
Officials also are facing this 
problem.” 

Alderman Warren Decatur of 
the Fourth Ward noted that a 
legislative committee was 
established to seek laws 
eliminating the state liquor 
commission, but it came to 
nothing.” 

Decatur asked Filcoff if 
Granite City could apply its 
“home rule’? authority to 
supersede the state law as a 
means of improving local 
control over the liquor business. 
Filcoff replied that it could not.

Gerald Parmley, Sixth Ward 
alderman, said, ‘The people 
should know we are not sitting 
idly by. We are working on this. 
Even if the state commission 
rules against the Ricco’s II 
operator there probably will be 
an appeal, and if it rules against 
the city there likely will be an 
appeal. This matter can be tied 
up a year or a year and a half.” 

‘The Ricco’s II liquor license 
was revoked by Mayor Schuler 
last Dec. 23 following hearings 
that resulted from a fatal 
shooting and a stabbing at the 
lounge on Dec. 8.

“Jimmy was a man in every 
sense of the world — as a racer 
and as a lover of humanity.” 

With sadness in her voice, she 
remarked, ‘‘We lost a great 
person, not only racing but 
society itself. 

“He lived for the sport—even 
knowing that he would never 
again compete. And he 
departed the way he lived—a 
champion.” 

Miss Cochran said she 
believes auto racing is 
beneficial to the general public 
in ways other than providing 
family entertainment. 

“Every race is a testing 
ground for many of the safety 
features built into today’s 
automobiles. 

“If an accident occurs during 
a U.S. Auto Club sanctioned 
program, a technical com- 
mittee investigates it with a 
fine-tooth comb. 

“The committee’s findings as 
to how the vehicle can be made 
strenger—so that it could 
withstand such impacts in the 
future—and what can be 
changed or initiated to further 
insure the safety of a driver are 
passed on to the major auto 
manufacturers. 

“The hope is that these fin- 
dings can someday help save 
lives on the nation’s highways 

“You know, most people 
aren't really aware of the 
racing scene—its happiness, 
joys and sadness, and the 
caliber of competition in- 
volved.”"

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Economic recovery in Illinois—but state 
government could cause cash flow crisis 


Mlinois’ economic recovery is 
continuing at a steady pace and 
the trend will accelerate during 
the second half of 1976, a 
‘spokesman for the Hlinois State 
Chamber of Commerce testified 
Wednesday before the Ilinois 
Economie and Fiscal Com- 
mission. 

Richard A. Apland, vice 
president and general manager 
of the 19,000-member statewide 
business organization, warned, 
however, that “‘the state’s 
economic recovery, affected by 
‘separate uncertainties than the 
hhational level, will have a heavy 
}mpact on final state revenue 
collections.”’ 
<: Apland testified at an IEFC 
Chicago hearing on ‘The 
Future of the Hlinois Economy 
and Its Implications for State 
Revenues Through Fiscal Year 
197.” E 

“Although we are forecasting 
increases in income and sales 
tax collections in Mlinois, our 
projections are tempered by 
some reservations on how the 
Illinois husiness man and 
woman will respond to Tocal 
conditions," Apland told the 
commission, “AL best, 
Governor Walker’s proposed 
1976-77 budget is precarious in 
balance, even with his proposed 


+ speed-up collections. 


“The State Chamber is 
strongly opposed to this means 
of injecting additional revenues 
into the coming year,” Apland 
said. 

“Not only is the speed-up of 
withholding, corporate income 
and sales taxes a temporary 
method of getting additional 
revenue — it will also create 
real hardships on the business 
community. 

“Moreover, it will build $100 
million into fiscal year 1977 
which will have to be made up in 
FY 1978, since this is only a one- 

~ time windfall — a false way to 
try ta balance a budget. And it 
could precipitate a cash flow 
crisis for the state’s next 
governor.” 

Apland forecast a slowing in 
the growth of major tax revenue 
sources for the general revenue 
and common school funds. He 


said the Chamber’s revenue 
projections show that only $426 
million in additional revenue 
from those state tax sources 
and interest income on state 
funds will be available to, the 
state for FY 1977, which starts 
July 1. 

He predicted total general 
revenue and common school 
fund collections at 
$4,612,000,000, which is only $25 


million short of the IEFC’s 
projections. 

Citing Illinois’ constitutional 
limitation that “appropriations 
for a fiscal year must not ex- 
ceed funds estimated by the 
General Assembly to be 
available during that year,” 
Apland warned that the 
legislature, more than ever, 
must keep a lid on spending. 

He said the State Chamber 


will soon introduce legislation to 
eStablish a spending ceiling tied 
to available revenues. He also 
urged prompt action on ap- 
propriation bills. 

Apland said the Chamber will 
announce late this week the 
findings of a six-month survey 
of the attitudes of Illingis 
businessmen and women 
toward the state’s business 
climate. 


Bells will toll for 
200th anniversary 


A simultaneous, nationwide 
ringing of bells on July 4th will 
herald the country’s entrance 
into its third century. 

Communities, churches, 
schools, fire departments, 
universities and individuals will 
toll bells and carillons in con- 
junction with the ringing of the 
Liberty Bell in Philadelphia at 2 
p.m. EDT (1 p.m. central 
daylight time), 

The time selected is exactly 
200 years from the precise 
moment that the Liberty Bell 
proclaimed the independence of 
the new nation. 

John W. Warner, ad- 
ministrator of the American 
Revolution Bicentennial 
Administration (ARBA), an- 
nounced the nationwide bell 
ringing program after con- 
sultations with.community, 
state regional Bicentennial 
officials at a special Bicen- 
tennial weekend planning 
meeting held in Denver, Colo. 

“There is great interest 
across the land in symbolic 
national effort to commemorate 
our 200th anniversary, and 
many communities have 
already begun planning bell- 
ringing ceremonies as part of 
their Bicentennial activities,” 
he said.

Sewer cleaning and grouting utilizing TV inspection 
of ‘underground lines is yielding ‘remarkable results’ 


A report to the City Council this week on 
sanitary sewer grouting is highly en- 
couraging. 

The‘review by Superintendent of Streets 
Lionel Portell and City Engineer Monroe 
Brewer relates to remote-control television 
inspection, cleaning and repair of un- 
derground lines. The process _ utilizes 
equipment that was purchased by the 
Council following evaluation by alderman 
and by a citizen commission appointed by 
Mayor Paul Schuler. 

Although the progress is slower than the 
initial projection due to the high water table 
and other severe conditions encountered, 
improved speed is being attained and the 
method is proving to be unexpectedly ef- 
fective, Portell and Brewer related. 

Their report concludes that ‘tremarkable 
results” have occurred, justifying 
acquisition of a second $40,000 set of 
equipment so that the cleaning and grouting 
can be carried out in three years rather than 
six years. 

Of the 22 miles of underground lines now 


under water—installed a generation ago 
when groundwater was lower and when 
specifications were less strict—nearly two 
miles have been videotaped and more than 
a quarter-mile has been grouted. 

The section infiltrated by water so far 
affects only a third of the Nameoki area and 
could grow if there are further rises in the 
water table. 

Even if the infiltrated portion does not 
increase, there are numerous costly sewer 
break repairs and replacements remaining 
to be made, along with such problems as 
pipe “bellies” where the water is so dirt- 
filled that clear TV images cannot be ob- 
tained. 

But what is being accomplished is 
reducing the scope of the overall dilemma— 
and also is credited with having the ability 
to prevent at least some potential future 
sewer breaks. 

A total solution remains far away. But, 
thanks to the decision to televise, clean and 
grout the sanitary sewer pipe nctwork, there 
apparently is “‘light at the end of the tun- 
nel.” 


No Quad-City candidates for Belleville College board 


Eight candidates, including an in- 
cumbent, Milton D. Smith of Belleville, 
filed for two positions on the Belleville Area 
College Board of Trustees this spring. None 
reside in the Quad-Cities, perhaps reflecting 
local frustration over last year's inability to 
elect either of two local candidates. 

Contenders in April 10 balloting will 
include two Mascoutah residents, Edward 
A. Roof and Elizabeth Jenner, Sam 
Gillespie of Collinsville and four other 
Belleville residents, Terrence G. Scandrett, 

Leonard J. Cuoco, Eric Lehr and Robert H. 
Dintelmann. 


The board appears to be of generally high 
caliber and there has been an excellent 
working relationship between the BAC 
administrative staff and Quad-City schools 
in planning a wide range of instructional 
offerings for adult education and vocational 
training. 

Because of the size of the local 
population, it would appear appropriate for 
there to be some direct Quad-City 
representation on the Belleville Area College 
board. This obviously won't be the year to 
gain a board position, but perhaps ways of 
making this more likely next year can be 
explored in 1976. 


Savings bond campaign nied by National Steel chairman 


The United States savings bond program 
is of special interest here this year for several 
reasons; 1976 is the nation's Bicentennial 
year, present economic conditions can be 
aided by extensive public participation in 
bond purchases, and National Steel Cor- 
poration Chairman George A. Stinson is the 
current nationwide chairman of the U.S. 
Industrial Payroll Savings Committee. 

Henry D. Karandjeff, veteran volunteer 
Madison County savings bond chairman, 
again is coordinating the drive in this 


region, aided by such individuals as Granite 
City Steel President Robert D. McBride, 
host at yesterday's bond campaign kickoff 
breakfast. 

Madison County industries, banks amd 
employes have cooperated in developing a 
high level of payroll savings here ever since 
Pearl Harbor emphasized the importance of 
strong defense preparedness and an equally 
strong American economy. 

This year's campaign appeal seems 
particularly appropriate—'Take stock in 
America—200 years at the same location.”

‘To the Editor: 

From the first tranquil note of 
the prelude, to the final climatic 
chord of the postlude, music 
creates and maintains the mood 
of every worship service by 
pealing forth a special message 
to each person in the 
congregation. 

In the same respect, the choir 
is an integral facet of the 
worship service. 

Through the years, the choirs 
at St. John United Church of 
Christ have faithfully led the 
musical segments of worship 
services. The church will host a 
U. S. Bicentennial inter- 
denominational choir festival 
this Sunday evening. 

Based on the meager 
historical records available, it 
can be assumed that music 
played some part in the early 
days of St. John Church. The 
marble tablet which com- 
memorates the storm of March 
8, 1871, states in German that 
the church and organ were 
destroyed 

There is no record of another 
organ being purchased for the 
rebuilt church in 1871, or for the 
new church built ten years 
later. However, at some time a 
pipe organ was installed in that 
church, 

It was a one-manual, or one- 
keyboard organ which was 
located on the balcony behind 
the congregation. 


Since this was before modern 
electricity, someone had to 
hand-pump air into the in- 
strument to make it play. 

In 1919, a new organ was 
purchased for $2.675. It too, was 
located on the balcony. 

Later, the chancel was 
remodeled and the organ was 
moved to the front of the 
church; a choir loft was built in 
front of the organ, and the altar 
was placed in front of the choir 
loft. 

This organ served the 
congregation until the fire of 
1934, during which it was in- 
cinerated. Meanwhile, a small 
foot-pump organ was used to 
accompany singing in Sunday 
school. 

A piano was used to ac- 
company the congregation and 
choir from 1934 until the present 
sanctuary was completed in 
1941. At that time, a new and 
larger pipe organ was installed 
which served-the musical needs 
for nearly 25 years. 

In 1965, today’s magnificent 
organ was installed for ap- 
proximately $37,000. With three 
keyboards, full pedals, 35 ranks 
and more than 2,000 pipes, it is 
one of the largest organs in 
Southern Ilinois and one of the 
finest instruments in the 
Midwest. With its many flutes, 
trumpets, horns, string in- 
struments and rank mixtures, 
as well as an oboe, a harp and 
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chimes, it has an appraisal 
value today exceeding $80,000. 

Through the years, ten 
talented ladies have served as 
organists to St. John Church— 
Dorothea Deterding, Freda 
Fehling Kronsbein, Ivy 
Kuennemann Steele, Lillian 
Brockman Kleffman, Hulda 
Branding Griffith, Edna 
Brennan, Ortanza McDonald, 
Isabel Schmidt, Kathleen 
Thomerson and Mrs. Irene 
Barrick Rapp, the current 
organist and choir director. 

For more than a half-century, 
there has been an organized 
adult choir in existence. 
Today’s Chancel Choir has a 
membership of over 30. One 
member, Mrs. Velma Carraher, 
will celebrate her 50th year with 
the Chancel Choir next year. 

For more than a quarter of a 
century, there has been a junior 
or youth choir in existence 
which has exemplified the high 
standards of Christian youth 
because of dedicated choir 
mothers and fathers like 
Lorraine Ranft, Lulu Mills, 
Marie and Ray Wille and 
presently June, Judy and Elmer 
Stille. 

Today’s choir members, like 
those of the past, are earnestly 
striving to improve their 
dedicated purpose of singing 
praises to the glory of God

Meet in Washington 
on disaster funding 


Mayor Paul Schuler is to meet 
in Washington, D.C., tomorrow 
with William — Crockett, 
assistant director of the Federal 
Disaster Assistance Agency, to 
renew an appeal for more than 
$360,000 in flood disaster funds 
which the city contends is still 
due for repair of sanitary 
sewers damaged by the 1973 
spring flooding. 

The meeting was arranged by 
Mayor Schuler after auditors of 
the FDAA earlier this month 
approved $695,096 for sewer 
break repairs, a reduction of 
$192,578 below a total of $889,674 
which was considered for ap- 
proval in the project ap- 
plication, 

Schuler was scheduled to 
attend the National Civil 
Defense conference in 
Washington today, Friday and 
Saturday and arranged the 
meeting with Crockett to 
coincide with his attendance at 
that meeting. 

‘Alderman Clyde Boyd of the 
Third Ward, chairman of the 
City Council's Street and Alley 
Committee, and Granite City 
Attorney Lance Callis are 
scheduled to join Mayor Schuler 
for the meeting with Crockett. 
‘The council approved expenses 
of $33 for each in Monday 
night's council meeting. 


‘The mayor said he expects to 
renew requests that the FDAA 
approve claims for disaster 
funds that were not authorized 
by the auditors, but which the 
city believes are legitimate 
claims under the Federal 
Disaster Assistance Act 
providing grants for 
municipalities and other tax 
agencies to repair or replace 
public properties damaged by 
the 1973 flood. 

In a report to council mem- 
bers during the regular council 
meeting Monday night, Mayor 
Schuler said: 

“The auditors finished the 
audit of the sewer break repairs 
on March 12. According to the 
audit, some $889,674 was con- 
sidered for approval of the 
project application. 

“This was the total amount 
that appeared on approved 
disaster sewer reports and, 
therefore the auditors were not 
authorized to consider anything 
above that amount. 

“The amount approved for 
recommended reimbursement 
to the city was $697,096, or a 
difference of $192,578. Of the 
$192,578 that was disapproved, 
some $95,000 was due to a 
reduction in the allowance for 
de-watering from $2,500 per day 
to $1,785 per day and the 


balance was disapproved 
because of insufficient 
documentation by the city. 

“To date the city has received 
$532,000 reimbursement for 
FDAA and therefore the 
balance due the city at this time 
is $165,096. 

“The auditors also pointed out 
that there were no irregularities 
with regards to the Ernest 
contract or payments to the 
Ernest company. 

“Tt might also be pointed out 
that some $170,000 for 
mobilization and de- 
mobilization was not considered 
because it had not been ap- 
proved on any DSR’s. You may 
remember that about a year 
ago we were assured by William 
Crockett, the assistant director 
of FDAA that we were going to 
receive some monies for mob 
and de-mob. 

“This is a part of our appeal 
that is still pending before 
FDAA. Another item of our 
appeal before FDAA is the 
decision based on the Bovay 
Report to disallow con- 
sideration of some six or seven 
sewer breaks because. they 
missed qualification by one 
point. Another part of our ap- 
peal before FDAA is the 
aforementioned reduction for 
de-watering by $715 per day.” 


Bi-State Transit System 
moving in correct direction 


Globe-Democrat—The mass 
transit picture in the St. Louis 
metropolitan area has been 
making a weleome change in 
the slightly more than two years 
that it has been supported by 
public funds. 

It's not a shining example of 
what an urban system should 
be—not by a long shot. But the 
important fact is that Bi-State 
Transit has been moving in the 
right direction. Forward, that 
is. 

Before the transportation tax 
went into effect in St. Louis and 
St. Louis County and before the 
Illinois state _ legislature 
provided funds for the bus 
system, mass transit here was 
operated in reverse. 

In those days, a fare increase 
would be announced along with 
a reduction in service. This 
tandem act was repeated time 
and again. 

Each time the result was 
invariably the same: A further 
decline in passenger service 
that would ultimately make 
another fare increase 
necessary. 

The new approach was seen 
as Robert J. Baer, executive 
director of the. Bi-State 
Development Agency, an- 
nounced changes inaugurated 
March 8. 

It added up, in effect, to one 
step backward and 13 steps 
forward, which can be 
described only as progress. It 
was announced that an ex- 
perimental ‘park-ride. service 
from Highway 141 and Inter- 
state 44 to downtown St. Louis 
would be discontinued because 
of a lack of riders. However, 
two new bus routes are added 
‘and improvements will be made 
on 11 existing lines. 

The fact still remains that the 
system here has one of the 
oldest fleets in the United 
States. Of the buses in 
Operation at present, 52 per cent 
of i vehicles are 15 years or 
older. 


These statistics point out that 
St. Louis was being  short- 
changed in the federal grants it 
received, compared to what 
other urban areas were getting. 

Fortunately, a more equitable 
balance is being established 
now as a result of momentum 
generated here to eliminate the 
disparity. Last year, Bi-State 
purchased 245 new buses. 

It has applied for another $21 
million to purchase 200 more 


. buses and other equipment. And 


a follow-up grant for funds to 


purchase 196 additional buses is - 


being planned. 

‘This would put 641 new buses 
into the fleet. Bi-State’s five- 
year plan envisions a fleet in 
which none of the buses would 
be older than five years, quite a 
face-lift from the aged vehicles 
currently in operation. 

Passenger comfort is also 
being considered in the 580 
shelters at bus loading points 
that are to be built in the five- 
year*period. 

Despite the talk here and 
elsewhere about such services 
as dial-a-bus, Bi-State officials 
should be lauded for keeping 
their feet on the ground when it 
comes to such frills. 


They have their hands. full 
attempting to improve basic 
services before considering 
some costly pie-in-the-sky. The 
sensible basic approach is 
credited with bringing about a 
22 per cent increase in bus 
passengers. 

Among improvements 
planned for this year is the 
installation of a computerized 
fare collection system that, in 
addition to registering fares, 
also would pinpoint passenger 
boardings. 

It could be a valuable tool for 
effectively assigning the 
number of bus trips on various 
lines. At present, no such guide 
exists for planning route 
assignments. 

To make getting there by bus 
easier and more attractive, Bi- 
State presently is putting 
together a map of the entire 
system with places of em- 
ployment and various points of 
interest and entertainment 
identified. 

All this action is in sharp 
contrast to a bus system that 
seemed to be near the end of the 
line not too long ago. Now, at 
least, it is on the correct route, 
heading in the right direction. 


Lock replacement 
delayed too long 


Illinois Senate resolution, 
introduced by State Senator 
Sam M. Vadalabene, 
by the Senate on March 3: 

The replacement of Locks and 
Dam 26, located near Alton, is of 
critical importance to the ef- 
ficient operation of the Illinois 
River waterway system. 

Funds have been ap- 


propriated by Congress for 
planning and initiation of 
construction on six separate 
occasions, and the Corps of 


Engineers has received per- 
mission from Congress for the 
start of construction.

Gl insurance 
hoax recurs 


THE VETERANS Admini- 
stration and major veterans 
organizations have launched a 
joint effort to stamp out a hoax 
that has disappointed millions 
of veterans since it began in 
1948. 

The VA is receiving 
thousands of telephone calls and 
letters weekly from World War 
II veterans who have been 
deceived into expecting 
dividends on GI insurance they 
allowed to lapse years ago. 

The hoax has been recurring 
irregularly since 1948. With 
each wave of letters it 
stimulates, the VA explains to 
each applicant that dividends 
are payable only on policies that 
are kept in force 

But the hoax is fueled anew 
every few years by the 
mysterious distribution of of- 
ficial-looking application forms, 
complete with an address where 
dividends are said to be 
available for the asking. The 
bogus application alleges that 
dividends are payable even 
though premiums haven't been 
paid since 1945. 

The VA theorizes that the 
rumor may have its roots in a 
special dividend paid in 1950 


* and 1951. 


All payments on that program 
were ended in 1970 by a 
Congressional act stipulating 
that “no claim by an insured far 
payment in case of special 
dividend declared prior to Jan. 
1, 1952, shall be processed by the 
VA, unless such claim was 
recorded within six years after 
such dividend was declared.” 

Another theory is that the 
rumor is fueled annually by 
VA's announcement of 
dividends for holders of ct nt 
insurance policies. These an- 
nual payments are made 
automatically and no applica- 
tion is necessary.

A SIMPLE CHANGE in 
mailing practices involving the

SIXTY-FOUR YEARS ago, in 
March 1912, Army Captain 
Albert Berry jumped out of an 
airplane flying at 15,000 feet 
over Jefferson Barracks. 
Strapped to his back was a 
primitive parachute which 
carried him safely back to 
earth. 

In those days, it was a 
daredevil stunt because he was 
the first man in the military to 
make an official jump — and 
the first person ever to 
parachute from an aircraft. 

Now, people are jumping out 
of planes all the time in the 
pursuit of sport. Today’s Army 
pursues parachute jumping 
also, but in a different manner. 

Army paratroopers have 
made parachuting a basic 
combat skill. Every year, the 
Army conducts over 200,000 
jumps in exercises all over the 
world. Over 100 parachutists 
can exit from a C141 Air Force 
jet-powered Starlifter aircraft 
in less than a minute. 

The organization responsible 
for buying and fielding all of the 
Army’s parachuting equipment 
is AVSCOM (Army Aviation 
Systems Command) in St. 
Louis. 

AVSCOM controls all aviation 
equipment for the Army, in- 
cluding parachutes. Right now, 
the standard Army parachute is 
‘one that would have made Capt. 
Berry green with envy, It is the 
MC1-1 maneuverable 
parachute. 

When the captain made his 
jump, he had little control, if 
any, on where he would land. He 
was at the mercy of the breezes 
and whatever he happened to be 
over at the time he jumped. 

Today, with the MC1-1, the 
soldier can maneuver the chute 
to the left or right by pulling the 
control lines. Also, — this 
parachute moves forward 
through the air with a speed of 
eight knots which, ona still day, 
lets the jumper move in any 
direction he desires. 

The advantage of being able 
to guide the parachute is that 
you can avoid hazards in the 
landing area. It is advantageous 
that the soldier not land in the 
middle of a busy highway, in 
power lines or trees, and at the 
point best suited for mission 
accomplishment. 

For the specialist, AVSCOM 
fields a sky diving rig 
designated the MC,3 free-fall 
system, A modified commercial 
version of this parachute is used 
by the world famous Army 
parachute team, the Golden 
Knights. 

It is a precision team out of 
Fort Bragg, N.C., and holds 
many world records for style 
and accuracy in jumping. Their 
chute is designed to allow a 
free-fall up to 43,000 feet and 
provides a high degree of 
maneuverability for pinpoint 
accuracy. 

In addition to dropping people 
‘at altitudes from 750 to 20,000 
feet, AVSCOM provides the 
chutes to drop supplies and 
equipment. 

All told, AVSCOM fields a 
variety of parachute systems to 
airdrop supplies, equipment 
and vehicles, ranging in weight 
from 175 pounds to 35,000 
pounds, and from altitudes of 
five feet to 25,000 feet — using 
varied airdrop systems. The 
Army has come a long way 
since Capt. Berry’s jump. 
Soldiers, including Women’s 
Army Corps parachute riggers, 
are jumping more and enjoying 
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dies at home

Success in GC sewer renovation 
spurs move to step up program 


A proposal that the city 
acquire an additional television 
inspection and grouting unit to 
speed up the work of inspecting, 
cleaning and grouting sanitary 
sewer lines in the Nameoki area 
was taken under advisement by 
the City Council Monday night 
after it was told that the present 
system, in use since December, 
has produced “remarkable 
results.” 

Suggestion to buy another 
unit came from City Street 
Superintendent Lionel Portell 
and City Engineer Monroe 
Brewer ina report that said the 
television and grouting 
program has developed into an 
efficient operation that is 
sealing sanitary sewer lines 
against infiltration of ground- 
water at a minimal cost. 

Brewer told the council that 


while the present program is set 


up on a six-year program to 
clean and grout all sewer lines 
in the Nameoki area, it would be 
possible to cut this time in 
half if another inspection and 
grouting unit were acquired. 
The present system cost the city 
$40,000. 

‘The report to the council said 
that the televising, cleaning and 
grouting operation 
providing a much larger share 
of the overall solution (of sewer 
problems) than originally 
anticipated. Many potentiat 
lines can be renovated and 
costly (sewer) repairs 
prevented.”” 

‘The proposal to purchase or 
lease another, television and 
grouting unit was referred to 
the Street and Alley Committee 
and Portell for a recommenda- 
tion to the aldermen. 

Portell and Brewer said that 
the cleaning and grouting 
program is being conducted on 
a sectional basis with priority 
given those areas in which 
sewer rehabilitation is most 
needed. 


Mig’ 


The priorities are given in a 
report by Sverdrup & Parcel 
Associates, St. Louis 
engineering firm. That report 
noted that the Nameoki area 
contains 1,660 acres of which 570 
acres contains 22 miles of 
sanitary sewer lines that are 
under the groundwater and 
subject to infiltration, Portell 
and Brewer said in their joint 
report. If the groundwater 
rises, this 570 acres could in- 
crease, they said. 

In their report to council 
members, the two officials 
said: 

Since the sewer camera has 
been in operation, ap- 
proximately 10,000 feet, or two 
miles, of sewer have been 
televised and videotapes made 
recording the conditions found 
inside these sewers. Many of the 
conditions found were similar to 
those expected; however, some 
unanticipated conditions have 
also been discovered. 

In addition, 1,450 feet of the 
lines televised have been 
grouted to date. The following 
describes the actual conditions 
that have been determined to 
exist. 

1, The sewers inspected have 
generally been found to be in 
need of cleaning. The insides 
are covered with deposits of 
grease and detergent. In most 
areas, there are’ excessive 
deposits of sand, gravel and 
other sediment. Larger objects 
as rocks and pieces of wood 
have also been present. 

2. Most joints in the system 
are offset. There appear to be 
two general causes for’ these 
offsets. First, some offsets were 
caused by the pipes being ec- 
centrically joined at the time of 
installation. The others are 
caused by broken or cracked 
pipe or ground settlement at the 
joint causing the pipe to 
separate. 

3. There is a great deal of 


evidence of root instrusion. This 
is found more concentrated in 
the shallower sewers. 

4. Numerous faulty connections 
were found. The most common 
is the case where a hole was 
broken into the main line and a 
pipe inserted into the hole 
rather than the use of an ap- 
proved connection technique. 

5. All of the sewers inspected 
were clay pipes of 3-foot lengths 
with jute-mastic joints. This 
type of construction prevailed 
20 years ago and required a 
carefully placed bedding and 
close inspection of joining 
material and techniques, which 
was apparently not done in this 
area. 

6. Sections of pipe up to70 feet 
were found to have “‘bellies”. 
These are areas where the line 
has sagged, probably due to soil 
and groundwater conditions and 
are indentified because they are 
full of water and the TV camera 
cannot properly transmit clear 
images through turbid water. 

These bellies seem to mostly 
occur in the near vicinity of 
manholes probably caused by 
poor compaction of soil at the 
time of installation of the 
manholes and subsequent 
settlement. 

7. Pressure tests show some 
leakage at all joints. This may 
vary from a small amount of 
leakage to those joints that 
cannot be pressurized at all. 

8. Some deep lines, those 
some distance below: the 
groundwater, have joints at 
which large amounts of water 
are visible pouring into the line. 
The Faith Avenue line had so 
many leaks in one section that 
when the sewage flow was shut 
off, the pipe still flowed one- 
third full, that flow being clear 
water. When this line was 
grouted, the flow ceased. 

9. Cracks have been found in 
some pipes. 

10. Some badly deteriorated

brick manholes have been 
found. Leaks occur in these 
manholes since none of these 
manholes had their outsides 
plastered when constructed, 
which aided deterioration. 

‘The leaky joint conditions as 
described above cause the fine 
sand surrounding the pipe to 
enter the sewer with the 
groundwater. As this condition 
progresses, sufficient amounts 
of sand’ which formerly 
surrounded the pipe are carried 
away anda void around the pipe 
results. 

This cavity causes an in- 
stability of the sewer foun- 
dations and if enough sand is 
carried away over a period of 
time, the cavity caves in and the 
result is a sewer break. 

It is this cavity which the 
grouting machine fills with new 
material and grout, to replace 
that sand which has been 
carried away. This must be 
done at the early stages to 
prevent a break. 

This system has only been in 
use since early December, but 
already the results are 
remarkable. 

The system has_ been 
developed into an efficient 
operation. When the equipment 
was purchased it was un- 
derstood that it would take a 
period of time for the crew to 
familiarize themselves with the 
equipment and gain expertise; 
also, for the street department 
to develop a sound method to 
organize and administer the 
work load. This has progressed 
faster than expected. 

The following has been noted 
as a result of the work per- 
“formed so far, 

1. Obviously leaking joints 
that could be visually seen 
leaking have been sealéd. 

2. Some joints with broken 
pieces missing, have been 
sealed. 

3, Lines that did not have

obvious leaks, but flow when 
shut off, have had this flow 
eliminated. 

4. Several areas that showed a 
slow settlement on the surface 
over 4 sewer line have had this 
subisdence : 

5. Sincé infiltration can be 
controlled, capacity of the lines 
will be increased resulting in 
fewer lift station overloads 
when total branches have been 
completely renovatea.: In 
addition, © sediment ac- 
companying infiltration causes 
considerable wear’ and rapid 
deterioration of pump im: 
pellers, casings and valves. 
‘These are extremely costly to 
repair and replace. 

6. This method has proved not 
only to be effective in ren- 
novation, but, potentially ‘im- 
portant as a means of 
preventative maintenance to 
the entire sewer system. 

Evidence gathered from 
talking to municipalities that 
have used this system indicates 
that grouting does have long- 
run stability. The Metropolitan 
Sewer +District has used this 
grout for about six years and 
has yet to have a failure in a 
grouted line. 

Besides physical improve- 
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ments in the sewers, the da 
collected so far hag 

that certain assumptions based 
upon the experierice. of others 
using this: equi i 
were used to estimate the rate 
of progress for this equipment, 
were invalid for our use. . © 

The basic assumption used 
originally was that a crew of 
thtee men ‘can grout 300 to 400 
feet of line per day using an 
average of two gallons of grout 
per joint, finding it necessary to 
grout every third joint. 

The pipe is four feet in length, 
This means that a crew could 
Pressure test 75-100 joints per 
day, grouting 25 to 35 joints per 
day with an average of two 
gallons per joint grouted. 

The.actual fact is that 
because of the condition of our 
sewers, only 100 to 150 feet per 
day can be done. Our joints are 
three feet apart and on the 
average, two out of three joints 
must be grouted with an 
average of five gallons of grout 
per joint! 

At our present rate which we 
can be assured will improve 
somewhat more as experience 
is gained, 33 to 50 joints per day 
are pressure-tested .and of 
thesé, 23 to.33 must be grouted,

Madison County alfalfa 
growers should be checking 
their fields for alfalfa weevil 
damage. John Wedberg, 
University of Illinois Extension 
entomologist, reports that 
alfalfa weevil development is 
one month ahead of last year in 
the southern part of the state.

‘ With alfalfa weevil 
development being ahead of last 
year, many alfalfa growers will 
not be able to get by with one 
spray application this year. 
Treatment is suggested when 25 
per cent of the alfalfa leaf tips 
show skeltonized type feeding 
with the temperatures 
remaining in the mid 50-degree 
range or above. 

The adult alfalfa weevil is a 
small, brown snout beetle. The 
adult does little damage. The 
weevil larvae has a black head 
and is 3% inches long when full 
grown. As the larvae grow, they 
will do extensive damage to the 
alfalfa plant. 

We have available at the 
Madison County Extension 
office a circular on “Insect 
Control in Field Crops.” This 
circular list the chemicals 
recommended to control alfalfa 
weevils. The circular is 
available on request.

Garlic has been a problem the 
past two or three years for 
wheat producers in Southern 
Illinois. Wheat with garlic is 
going to receive a discount 
when it is sold. The best way to 
solve this problem is to control 
the garlic. 

2,4-D is suggested for garlic 
control in wheat. The rate of 2,4- 
D to use is critical. Too much 
may injure wheat and too little 
may control the wild garlic. 

Research suggests that one 
half pound per acre (one pint) of 
24D ester often gives fairly 
good control of the garlic 
without excessive injury to 
wheat. But the degree of garlic 
control and the degree of wheat 
injury can vary with conditions 
existing at or near the time of 
treatment. Those using 2,4-D in

wheat should realize that injury 
to wheat is possible and control 
is variable. 

Banvel alone or in com- 
bination with 2,4-D can also be 
used in winter wheat. Before 
using any chemical, be sure to 
read and follow the label 
directions. 

The timing of the application 
of 2,4-D to wheat for garlic 
control is important. The spray 
should be applied based on the 
growth stage of the wheat. 
Application should be made in 
the spring after wheat has fully 
tillered and before it is in the 
jointing stage. The jointing 
stage is usually when the wheat 
is 4 to 8 inches tall. 

Before this time, wheat is still 
forming tillers or additional 
stems. Later, the stems 
elongate and joints or nodes 
form. And still later, the small 
grain is said to be in the “‘boot 
stage” when the top of the stem 
appears somewhat like a four 
buckle overshoe and the young 
head may be found inside the 
stem. 

When is too sensitive to be 
treated before it is fully tillered. 
And when the stem starts 
elongating and nodes start 
forming, the young wheat head 
that is forming inside the stem 
may be injured. The closer it 
gets to the “boot stage” when 
treated, the greater the chance 
of affecting the formation of 
wheat heads and reducing 
yields. 

For anyone seeking ad- 
ditional inforination on garlic 
control in wheat, we have 
available at the county 
Extension office Circular 1109 
“Wild Garlic.” This circular 
gives the latest chemical 
control recommendations for 
garlic.

Corporation taxation 
varies among states

Four Constitutional amend- 
ment proposals to permit in- 
creases in the current corporate 
state income tax rate without 
simultaneous increases in the 
personal income tax rate were 
rejected by the House Revenue 
Committee on March 3 by a vote 
of 13 to 5. 

Current laws provide for a 
four per cent tax on corporate 
income and a 2.5 per cent rate 
on income of individuals, and 
future increases must retain 
this 8 to 5 ratio on rates. 

Defeat of these proposals by 
the House Revenue Committee 
is one of the best things the 
General Assembly can do in 
1976 for the economy. 

What Illinois business climate 
needs is more jobs, not higher 
costs and the movement of 
business from Illinois. 

Do corporations pay their fair 
share of.total state income tax 
receipts? The answer is “yes” 
when the Perfentage of the total 
paid by Illindis corporations is 
compared té percentages paid 
by corporations to treasuries in 
other states. 

In fiscal year 1975, Ilinois 
corporations paid 21 per cent of 
the total, Indiana 16 per cent, 
Iowa 15 per cent, Kentucky 32 
per cent, Michigan 21 per cent, 
Minnesota 19 per cent, 
Missouri 15 per cent, Ohio 36 
per cent and Wisconsin 15 per 
cent.

S.J.R. 60, a State Con- 
stitutional amendment proposal 
that would return Illinois to 
biennial budgeting in 1979, was 
favorably passed out of the 
Senate Executive Committee on 
March 2. 


The mechanics of the 


resglution are these, for 1979, 
providing the fesolution is 
successful in the legislature and 
approved by the voters in 
November 1976: 

(1) The General Assembly 
would convene to organize on 
Jan. 10, 1979 and the session 
would only hear bills relating to 
appropriations and state 
revenue. 

(2) On Feb. 7, 1979, the biennial 
budget for fiscal years 1980 and 
1981 is submitted by the 
governor to the legislature, and 
the appropriation bills would be 
introduced on the same date. 

(3) From Feb. 7, 1979 to April 
25, 1979, the General Assembly 
would consider and enact ap- 
propriation and state revenue 
bills. Budget session adjourns 
on April 25, 1979. 

(4) By May 9, 1979, the 
General Assembly shall present 
all such bills to the governor. 

(5) By June 8, 1979, 30 days 
after the governor receives the 
bills, he shall complete his 
action thereon, 

(6) On June 12, 1979, 
General Assembly reconvenes 
to consider its action on vetoed 
bills. 

(7) By June 25, 1979, the 
budgetary process will have 
been completed. 

(8) The even-year general 
session would convene Jan. 9, 
1980, for consideration and 
enactment of bills other than 
those making appropriations or 
those relating to state revenue. 

Merits of this resolution seem 
to be: (1) Legislators and their 
staffs would have more time to 
analyze budget and = ap- 
propriation bills. 

(2) Directors of departments 
and agency heads would have 
more time to spend on ad- 
ministrative duties,

Tax warrants likely for 
GC schools this summer 


Granite City School District 9 
will be confronted with serious 
financial problems in mid- 
summer this year and almost 
certainly will need to turn to the 
sale of anticipation warrants to 
meet obligations in June, July 
and August, Tully A. Heubner, 
director of business affairs, has 
informed the Board of 
Education. 

Heubner said part. of the 
problem stems from project- 
tions that 1975 taxes collected 
this year will not be available 
until September, which will be 
about three months later :than 
tax funds usually are received. 
A delay in completion of new 
assessment books has resulted 
in a tax extension delay by the 
county clerk’s office at 
Edwardsville. 

He noted in a report on 
preparation of the 1976-77 school 
district budget that the weeks of 
June 11 and 18 ‘‘will be critical 
on the cash flow basis,’ and 
that there is the possibility 
“that we would not have cash 
available at that time to meet 
our obligations. 

Explaining the new budget 
projections, Heubner said: 

“In my -opinion the 
educational fund will have to 
loan the transportation fund and 
IMRF fund monies in order for 


these funds to meet this year’s 
obligations. I project these 
loans to be $120,000 to $140,000 in 
the transportation fund com- 
mencing in May, and ap- 
proximately $100,000 to the 
IMRF fund commencing in the 
last of April or first of May. 

“In addition, the educational 
fund also will have to provide 
money to the IMRF fund for its 
obligation the first part of July. 

“We will end the fiscal year 
with a cash balance. This 
balance could fluctuate, of 
course, based upon any of the 
above-mentioned _ receivables 
being received. 

“The weeks of June 11 and 18 
will be critical on the cash flow 
basis. There would be a 
possibility that we would not 
have cash available at that time 
to. meet our obligations. This 
could mean the possibility of 
issuing anticipation warrants if 
we cannot handle it through 
inter-fund loans. 

“We cannot expect our state 
aid payment until ap- 
proximately June 25. If this is 
delayed for some reason, we 
would have to anticipate for the 
payroll of June 25. Hopefully, 
some of our receivables will be 
in to alleviate the above 
problems, and the state aid will 
be received as planned.

“Our cash balance will have 
decreased considerably from 
the beginning of the year to the 
end of the year. The actual 
amount cannot be projected 
accurately due to the unkown 
status of the receivables. 

“Up to this point, I have 
reviewed only the cash flow for 
the balance of this year. The 
outlook on the accrual basis as 
well as cash flow for next year 
presents agnore solemn picture. 
For instance, as of the end of the 
year, we will have payroll 
obligations which we will have 
encumbered for approximately 
$1,613,000 for July and: August. 

“In addition, our 12-month 
employe pay for the same 
period will be approximately 
$615,000. Our cash balance will 
not meet these obligations. 

“Tax collections will add to 
the problem. From all in- 
dications we get, we will not 
receive our 1975 taxes-as early 
as in the past. There is some 
speculation that it might be as 
late as September before the 
first taxes are received. In 
addition, we will not receive any 
state aid until the end of August, 
if it is distributed as in the past. 

This will, therefore, place us 
in a position of having to meet 
July and August obligations 
without any income to speak of 
for the same period. The 
maximum amount of cash we 
could expect to have on hand as 
of July 1 — assuming all 
receivables are received — 
would be approximately 
$1,100,000 to $1,250,000. 

“Our estimated payrolls for 
July will total approximately 
$1,278,000, and for the period 
Aug. 1 to’Aug. 20, $950,000. If the 
tax information is correct as 
projected, you can see we 
would have to anticipate in 
order to meet our obligations. 
The exact dates and amounts 


cannot be determined due to the 
unknown status of our 
receivables. 

“This coming year, it will cost 
the district approximately 
$250,000 to move those teachers 
on the current salary schedule 
who qualify for a step increase. 
In addition to that increase, the 
new cafeteria and secretarial 
contracts tentatively agreed 
upon will require step and pay 
increases next year. 

“While next year is sup 
posedly the fourth and last year 
for the increased funding of the 
resource equalizer, it is my 
opinion we cannot plan, at this 
time, to receive this increase. 

“If they can’t fund this year’s 
formula fully, it seems 
reasonable to me that we should 
not expect any more next year 
than what we actually received 
this year. Of course, as more 
pertinent information becomes 
available, this can be adjusted 
accordingly. 

“These are the projected
